esteem In which he was held. 
Judge Ford was recognized by all 
as one of the abb st lawyers and ju-1 
Hats in the state.

sense an exemplary citizen, a mail 
who In public and private life meas­ 
ured up to the ideal of a christian 
gentleman. 
He w h s 
a man of well 
balanced character, great learning 
: and wonderful mental power which 
lie retained to the last. 
He practic­ 
ed law W ith uninterrupted success to 
Hie very last and had a case set in 
the district court now In session for 
the day of his death. 
Judge F’ord was horn in Dover 
Tennessee Nov. HO, 1830, and had al­ 
most completed his 78rd year. He 
came to Texas in January, 1854, and 
settled at Lockhart. On F'eb. 2 of 
the same year he was married to 
Miss Mary Winnifred Shaw at Bur 
dette s Prairie, near Austin, now the 
site of St. Ed ward's College.

Judge F’ord early became engaged 
with the important affairs of the 
state and was a member of the Tex­ 
as secession convention, and at the 
breaking out of the war enlisted in 
W aul’s legion, in 1864 he was elect­

I In 1874 he was appointed district 
judge of the old district comprising 
Brazos, Burleson, 
Robertson and 
j Milam counties, and was elected to 
the same office iii 1876, serving until 
j ISHO.

j been engaged with his law practice 
jand has been in nearly every impor- 
I taut case in Rrazos county arid many 
in Milam county. 
In ante-bellum days he was asso­ 
ciated in the practice of law w ith 
such men as A. J. Hamilton, John 
Hancock, VV ash Jones, John Ireland.

all of whom have answered the final

He w as also not lacking in 
business enterprise and was one of 
the promoters and stockholders of 
the Bryan Telephone company. 
Judge Ford leaves a wife and four 
children, Mrs. J. c . Kendrick of 
Downey. Cal., now en routo Bryan; 
Mrs. VV. A. Rowan of Alvin. and 
Messrs. R. J. and J. S. Ford of this 
city, the three last named being at 
his bedside with their mother when 
the end came.
